Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hennessy 
(US 5870079). 

Similar to the current invention, Hennessy is related to guiding a pointer to a 
target in a computing device. 

In regard to claim 1 , Hennessy discloses in a computer device that includes a 
display for displaying a graphical user interface that includes a pointer, a pointer input 
device, and an operating system, a method of guiding a pointer toward a target 
comprising; 

(a) in response to receiving notice of a pointer movement event, obtaining the 
current and projected coordinate positions of the pointer {Column 3 line 59 - Column 4 
line 5: The cone represents a plurality of coordinates where the pointer could be 
projected to land); 

(b) determining if the pointer will intersect a guide area during movement 
(Column 4 lines 5-8); 

(c) if the pointer intersects a guide area during movement, calculating an 
adjusted coordinate position for the pointer (Column 4 lines 27-29: For the pointer to 
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automatically be translated to the target, an adjusted coordinate position for the pointer 
is required and inherent in the disclosure of Hennessy); and 

(d) replacing the projected coordinate position of the pointer with the adjusted 
coordinate position (Column 4 lines 27-29).
